A quorum uf 
sixty members of the Women's 
Union is necessary before any 

• amendments may be made. 

llie new constitution is a clari- 
fication and modUication of some 
of the obsolete clauses. of tlie pre- 
sent constitution. A complete re- 
assessment of the article on fees 
was essential in view of the pro- 
posed chan/;e in the Students' So- 
ciety constitution. It now reads : 
"The Students' Society shall pay to 

- the Women's Union annually for 
every woman regular undergradua- 
te, graduate or partial' student a 
sum. equal to not less than ten per 
centum (10%) of the minimum an- 
nual fee collected from every wo- 
man rc;!ular undergraduate. Addi- 
tional hioney may be made availa- 

. ble from the Students' Executive 
Council, if such a request is made, 
subject to the decision of the Stu- 
. dents' Executive Council." 

Other importaiif changes specify 
which members' of: the Women's 

■Union Executive Council shall 
Iiavc voting seats. The Treasurer, 
formerly without vole, shall be 
granted voting privileges, while the 
President of the Women's Athletic 
Association, Women's Editor of 
the AfcCitf Daily and President of 
the Students' Society shall be cx- 
officio members without vote. - 

By the terms of tlic new consti- 
tution, all women students at Mc- 
Gill will be full members of the 

> Women's Union. In the past, gra- 

'' duate and partial students were 

^ considered "associate members and 
did not liavc the right to vote in 
elections. Since all women had 
been contributing equally to the 
Women's Union, anyway.^the'Eice- 
cutive Council felt-that^aU'sliould 

' be given equal • pri vileges. - 

Provision for bylaws was made 
In an article which states : "By- 

..laws may be proposed or amended 

• by a two thirds maiority vote of 
■; the Women's ■ Union Executive 
< Council, and will not become effec- 
:.tive< until: approved by the Stu- 
; dents'! Executive-CtounclL"

A donation from an anonymous contributor, discus- 
sion on a student court, and the outcome of a meeting 
of post graduate students with the President of the 
Students' Society were the major topics on the agenda of 
the SEC meeting last night. 

An anonymous donation of 
$5,000 given to the Students' So- 
ciety to sponsor student activities 
was announced last night. "This 
same anonymous donor has con- 
tributed approximately $10,000 
this year and. has been makibg 
Urge contributions of various 
amounts over the past five years. 

Students' . Society President 
Bryce Weir commented in an in- 
terview with the Daily, "The SEC 
has once again been put in the 
happy position of accepting an 
anonymous donation of $5,000. I 
cannot think of any one person 
who has done more for the mem- 
bers of the Students' Society than 
this generous gentleman." 

Pertaining to the suggestion of 
a student court, the Council pass- 
ed a motion setting, up a com- 
mittee of three "to investigate 
the merits and demerits of a 
student court and, after due con- 
sideration, to present a recom- 
mendation as toits practicability". 
Chairman will be Zafar Khan 
with ■ Murray Greenwood and 
Irwin Cutler as the other mem- 
bers. 

The committee will take into 
consideration a constitution for 
a student court as suggested by 
Stephen Scott, a third year Arts 
student. They will also investi- 
gate the possible benefits of a 
student court on this campus, the 
success or failure of a student 
court on other campuses and the 
utility of such an institution in 
case of constitutional amend- 
ments and election protests. 

In reference to a meeting with 
post graduate students on the 
subject of the proposed $10 fee 
from post graduates to the Stu- 
dents' Society, Weir reported an 
unsympathetoic .-response from 
the 39 students present 

Weir explained that the new 
$10 amount was, in actuality, a 
raise of $3 over the present fee. 
Of the $7 now collected, $5 goes 
to the Students' Society, $1 to a 
trust fund and $1 to the graduate 
faculty of the individuel student

STRICTER ELECTIONS <' 

In order to avert any .rcccur- 
ence of the irregularities which 
produced the new election in 
Commerce, the SEC instituted i 
much stricter set of rules for 
the present balloting. All voters 
were required to sign a registra- 
tion booic before they were allow- 
ed to cut their ballots. 

This system was introduced to 
prevent voting, by proxy (using 
somebody else's card) and to 
keep a better record of^tba 
people who did vote. Thèi:niî 
elections were also easier to con' 
trol because there was only one 
polling station for each category. 

As the stricter regulations 
wero-succeuful they will prevail

campus elections. 

Greenwood • pointed out that 
there is "no serious election im- 
morality at McGill but we must 
make provision for the occasional 
occurrence.'? He pointed out that 
none of the rejected ballots were 
disallowed because of lack of a 
deputy returning officer's initials. 

' Yesterday's Dait|/ reported one 
inaccuracy in the official regu- 
lations. Greenwood made this 
clear when he released the re- 
sults stating that the voters did 
not have to be checked against 
McGlll's official registration lists. 



Under the new system, the trust 
fund and graduate faculty would 
still retain their $1. while the 
Students' Society would benefit 
by an extra $3- In exchange for 
this added fee. graduate students 
would become full members of 
the Students' Society, with all 
benefits and privileges. 

The council accepted a sugges- 
tion put forward by Jerry Postel- 
nik. Chairman of Combined Cha- 
rities. The proposal asked for a 
new breakdown in the 50% of 
receipts given to the Jewish Ap- 
peal, Catholic Charities, French 
Charities and the Red Feather. 

Under the former system, the 
money was divided according to 
the ratio of religious groups on 
campus. According to the new 
motion, the total amount allotted 
by the Coiiibined Charities will be 
divided equally among the four 
causes. • 

The McGill Daily was allotted a 
$200 addition to the newspaper's 
budget to allow for the printing 
of four eight-page papers in the 
near future. Without this additio- 
nal sum the Daily would be forced " 
to continue with its present poll- 
cy of five four-page issues per 
week. 

Toronto U 
To Attack 
Prejudice 

TORO^fTO (CUP) January 29-The 
Barbara Arrington case, moved 
closer to its denouement last night 
when the Students' Administrative 
Council voted to establish a lecturo- 
ship in racial relations. The Council 
voted unanimously to institute a 
series of three special lectures in 
the coming academic year and to 
sponsor one such lecture, later 
this year. It also accepted^a re- 
commendation that Professor. Kcp- 
pel Jones of Queens' University be 
asked to give this year's lecture 
and voted seventy five dollars to 
meet Ids travelling expenses. Edu- 
cation Committee Chairman Bruce 
Barrett also requested that SAC 
authorize setting up of a Faculty 
Student Committee to plan and 
administer next year's lecture se- 
ries and to plan a student seminar 
on racial relations next fall. 

"Both President Bissell and Dean 
of Arts Vincent Bladen have ap- 
proved all .these -ideas", Barrett 
said. . , 

Tho rocommendations were con- 
tained- in the report of the Edu- 
cational Committee set up ' last 
fall when U of T fraternities were 
accused of discriminating against ' 
ncgros. 

The Charges were levelled by 
Barbara -Arrington who said offi- 
cials of a women's fraternity had 
advised her to withdraw her bid 
for membership after tliey disco- 
vered she was a Nejjro.

NFCUS Plans Seminar i»;A Univeraty EducdlM uphill struggle 

On Nation's Development 



OTTAWA — Jan M — (CUP) 
Students from across Canada 
wUl meet at the University of 
British Columbia in late August 
or early, September for, an enlarge 
ed, thurd' national''8eminar!:'pro- 
sram which includes stoiHiver 
lours in some major Canadian 
cities. 

The expense-paid, 15 day pro^ 
gram for 150 students was an- 
nounced today by the secretariat 
of the National Federation of 
Canadian University Students, In 

Brevious years the seminar was 
mited to 50 students. 
Theme for the summer seminar 
Is ResearclL education, national 
development, with particular re- 
ferences to economic, and techno- 
logical progress- 

This enlarged annual seminar 
replaced a tentative assembly oi 
1,000 students to have been held 
next December. The idea for the 
large assembly was voiced by the 
University of Toronto delegates 
at the annual NFCUi^ congress in 
October. - 

An estimated $32,000 will be 
needed to carry out the program, 
with $21,000 |)eing allocated for 
travel expenses. Support for the 
two previous seminars has come 
from the Canada Council, and the 
provincial government at the se- 
minar site. 

Delegates from the Atlantic re- 
gion will tour Montreal for part 
of a day to sec development there 
as related to the seminar, before 
boarding-the train with-the Qué- 
bec delegates to Toronto. In the 
Ontario capital there will be ano- 
ther tour with relevance to the 
seminar. 

On the train to Winnipeg, dele- 
gates will hold informal discus- 
sions on their tours, and the semi- 
nar topic. Tours wlll also be held 
in Winnipeg, Saskatoon, and Ed- 
monton. - ' 

The first seminar was held at 
the University of Western Onta- 
rio, and students discussed : "The 
role of the university in national 
development". Last year at the 
University of Montreal, delegates 
investigated : "Influence of va- 
rious cultures on Canadian natio- 
nal development" 
The Toronto plan called for a 



larger assembly which would sup- 
plement the national seminar of 
50 students, and might eventually 
replace it* 

. Although the U of T plan Jus 
been shelved, NFCUS president 
Jacques Gerln pointed out' thai 
the reduction of ttae'numbir of 
participants did not mean the 
death of the Toronto idea, "But 
all to the contrary, we hope that 
by gradual development of acti- 
vities we can achieve better re- 
sults than ever have been dream- 
ed of. 



Pre-Med Society

In First Aid 

The first-aid course , given by 
the St. Johns Ambulance Brigade 
is being sponsored by the Pre-

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No Time For 
Delightful Studies 

For most students, one of tlie essential requirements 
for lesirning is a (luiet place in which to study. And for 
most students "a quiet place" does not include home 
with its temptations of -television, telephone, radio and 
refrigerator. And a "(luiet place" is not likely to be 
the frat house or residence, where everyone takes a 
five-minute break at a different time and you find 
yourself taking breaks with each of them. The ideal place 
to do reading and résearch is in the library "in the quiet 
still air of delightful studies". 

Aye, but the rub is that Redpath Library is open 
only until 9:45 in the evenings; on Saturdays, it's worse, 
closing time is 4:45 and on Sundays, even wors^e, the 
library is closed the entire day. This is disconcertmg, to 
say tlie least, for students who must use research volumes 
and books not on reserve. Many students who feel it is 
hardly worthwhile spending the time going to and from 
the library, would use its facilities more frequently if 
the hours were extended. For many, Sunday is a wasted 
day as far as studying is concerned. Would it not be 
possible to have the library open, even if only for the 
afternoon ? . 

At one of the universities in the USA, at the request 
of the students, liijiaiy officials agreed to a trial period 
of one week. Library liouis were extended to midnight, 
and the lil)rary was open Sunday afternoon. It was 
reported that on the average 300 more students studied 
in library each night. 

Our library is a large, well- equipped, relatively quiet, 
place in wliich to stjudy. It -is a shame that it is used 
so infrequentlj'.

Ivory, Tower Professors 

The essence of university life Is an exchange of thought; 
the formal exchange from professor to student, and from the 
association of students and professors outside the classroom. 

- Far too many of our prof cssoirs regard themselves as glorified 
high school teachers. whose; interest in thc'university extends to 
speaking in a claEsroom' for the required time each week and 
doing the necessary homework. There is little nssoclation among 
the teaching staff and, none between the students and professors, 
other than on a strictly formal basis. If the function of a university 
is to prepare youth to take its place in this developing nation, 
more is required from ^ar prof essor than tie sort of instruction 
that .1 student can obtain from a textbook. 

While professors : arc lodged on campus, year in, year out,' 
their students must pass through the college phase to a world 
that, while highly technical, is still practical. Is their function 
limited to the lecture or are the professors here to nurture one 
university in the classic sense of the word; in its academic, physical 
and social spheres? " • 

University life, with or without football, pep rallies or festivals, 
will alway.s lack spirit if the professors regard the students as 
a distant group to be dealt with only in front of a blackboard. 

Students know Ihcy can discuss academic problems with few 
professors and usually only by appointment. They receive the 
"what's your name?" salutation on entering the apparent cloisters 
of an' ivory tower. , '•- 

. The typical professorial mind today varies' lititli! from the 
impractical creature discussed by Jonathan Swift in Gulliver's 
Travels: "Jt seems the minds of . these people are so taken up 
with intense speculations, that tiiey can neither speak, nor attend 
to the discourses of others, williout being roused by some external 
faction iipofl the or^^ans of speech and hearing ..." Professors 
iitill walk about in sublime (ietachmcnt from reality, enveloping 
thcm-^clves in a niisl of myslerious brilliance. 

Manifestly, it is a waste of the upper class students' time 
to attend :\ lecture if it is a rdiasii of information in a textbook. 
This is only a bore that has a dogcncratc effect upon the student. 
He might gain more from a game ot marbles. Any lecture above 
first year should be to interpret, to opinionate or to expand upon 
the tLXtbook. 

In addition to their critical watchdog role, that was evidenced' 
by some professors' down the-nose criticism of student dress in 
the;'daily;press,\the;professors might first look at themselves and 
scco'hd;''taKèrâ::more, constructive attitude that would benefit all, 
Let the pot- not call the kettle black. Essentially the students do 
not want to bicker, biit to work with the professors. But to score, 
all the players must know each other .-and: learavU^r^aignaU 
DTopcrly. - .^.^^^-«K=ï=.»=5Erj<

Brian Macdonald looks like the movie-fostered concept of-a director, lie has a 
long, lithe body, sandy hair with a faintly reddish tinge and a matching beard. There 
is something decidedly feline in his carriage and after watching him dance, I became 
convinced of his inherent gracefulness. 




Dressed for practical work at 
rehearsals, he is usually clad in 
a jersey and slim-lcggcd cotton 
trousers which serve to heighten 
his cat-like appearance. He speaks 
with a hurried intensity which ' 
gives the impression that his 
thoughts are racing miles ahead 
of his words. Time seems to be 
his greatest, enemy. There are 
not enough hours for him to ac- 
complish his £elf-set goal in the 
normal variety of twenty four 
hour days. And so he compresses 
an astounding number of activ> 
ities into an equally amazing 
brief period of time. . 

Hit ttlf-confidcnt and authori- ' 
tative manner Inspires others to 
expect better things than they 
thought possible of themselves. 
He encourages his co-workers 'to 
be stlf-reliant,;and to make their 
own deeltlont and yet. — ask 
any Revuer — he Is indisputably 
at the helm. In view,- of hls.cha- 
racleristles It Is not' at all tur> 
prising to discover that this pro- 
totype of a director-choreogra- 
pher actually Is one i 

At thirty one vears of age he 
already has a long theatrical past. 
He mades^isidebut on.the radio 
at nine as^Qùl^'J{id. He had a 
gift for Gaelic dialects as a child 
and he often played the role of 
fetching little urchins in radio 
war dramas. He has travelled ex- 
tensively and has played in eighty 
two cities and towns across Ca- 
nada. During his college days at 
McGili lie appeared in several 
Red and AVhite Revues. More 
recently he has danced in . and 
done the choreography for 'over 
300. tele visions programmes. Pre- 
sently he is director-choreogra- 
pher of Got It Made. He worked 
In this capacity three, years ago 
and was thus responsible' fur My 
Fur Lady, 1957's smash.'hit. 

According to Macdonald, the 
director's chief task is to bring 
unity and hannony„to fashion a 
well-knit whole out of the many 
aspects which comprise a thea- 
trical production, lie determines 
the style of the production and 
its form, the length of thc,sccnes, 
and the placing of the songs. He 
is responsible for the develop- 
ment of the writer's subject mat- 
ter in song and in dance. He 
must use the talent available to 
him to its best advantage. 

A successful choreographer 
must have a definite understand- 
ing of what he is trying to çon- 
vey through^ the ii-medium \of- 
dance. Macdonald'explained that' 
' the immediate inspiration for a 
dance eiep lies in the musical 



phrase rhythm. The choreogra- 
pher decides where the dance is 
to occur within a show and what 
it is meant: to express. Another 
important aspect to consider 
when planning a dqnce is that 
the choreography must utilize to 
best advantage and yet not ex- 
ceed the technical capabilities of 
the dancer. Despite its outward 
appearance , of spontaneity, mo- 
dern dancing requires definite 
technical knowhow. j^acDonald 
emphasized the. importance of 
classical ballet' training. Much of 
the mediocrity of today's modern 
dancing is. the result of young 
people using it as a method of 
self expression without bother: 
ing to master their chosen më^ 
dium, he said. . 

. His lo.ig, close association with 
college revues has helped' him' form 
very . definlto ' idtas en tht re|a 
of the theatre in adueallen. "Tha 
theatre at an art and profession If. 
treated shabbily by the unlversi- • 
°'tl«i. In fact' It Is Ignored as such 
.at McGlll, said Macdonald. Ha 
cited the hopelessly inadaquatt Red 
and While Revue office In the base- 
tntrit of the Students' Union and 
tha lack of a resident.' director of 
dramatics as prime examples of 
this disregard. 

The-Universilies of Toronto and 
British Coliimbia bffer'a little more 
to the' theatrically minded student. 
Hart House the student dramatic 
association at U of T, employs . a 
full lime director, whfch alone- 
would tend to make any such orga- 
nization more efficient and prac- 
ti:al from a theatrical viewpoint. 
Nevertheless, conditions are far 
from ideal at any Canadian uni- 
versity today. 

He emphasized that this situa- 
tion is especially ^„deplorablei^Jn 
view of the fact that^blir^ciilture 
as a whole is in manyiways indebt- 
ed to the theatre. It ' has often 
foreshadowed the political and so- 
cial trends of a nation. 

Macdonald emphasized the ne- 
cessity for an actor to have a col- 
Itge education. He explained that 
many talented young performers 
: ar«;;handicapped in their ability to 
V poHray; certain characters bccauta 
!:ofXthMr'tJack of a' general educa- 
tion.'^'Thé ' Ideal background for a 
theatrical career couplet technical 
knowledge with a knowledge of tha 
arts. ■ ' - 

The aspiring young actor should 
-be familiar with music — good 
' 'mu$ic — both classical and Jazz. 

He should l» able to read o score 

at sight. ■ 



Macdonald has a very low re- 
gard for the "beat" movement. He 
feels that theatrically they have 
acconiplialied|('nothing and that 
they-afëlSnotlIlikely to do so due 
to their, chief characteristic, iner- 
tia. They protest, but don't take ^ 
the means to redress their grievan- ■ 
ces. 

Macdonald thought that while 
the literary works of the "beats" 
might have a momentary appeal, 
it is doubtful whether they possess 
.any lasting significance or value. 
Citing Jack .Kerouac as an exam- 
ple, he said that he felt that his 
work was formless and lacked dis- 
■ cipline. 

Asked about this year's Revue, 
Macdonald replied "excltingl" He 
said that It contains a message. 
"The hidden persuasion of sex In 
advertising bores me." He thinks 
that others should and will be made 
awara of this' situation In "Got It 
. .Mada'V^:;v;:^-: 

He. refused ' to say whether jt 
would -equal the success, of Fu'r^ ' 
Lady. 'Fur Lady came at a timc^ . j 
when the public were .ready for 1 
such a theme.

I e V u e ", one of McGill's 
noat venerable extracurricu- 
u- institutions, is the oldest 
ollege show in Canada and 
ne^ of thé- major ' college 
Hows in Nortli America. 
)riginally a cleverly-pre- 
ented series of skits, the 
levue now is a full-fledged 
niisical . comedy with "a sa- 
iried director - choreogra- 
(her and an 'almost full-time 
tudent production staff. 

The Red and While Revue has 
icen ranked with Princeton's, 
'ennsylvanla's and Cornell's mu- 
ical comedies : it should be ne- 
ed (hat McGill's Revue is run 
n a much lower budget than 
[lost larfie college revues. 

Originally called the "McGill 
•heatre Night", the Revue had 
ts. beginnings at His Majesty's 




flour and eggs, that the. show in 
this' form had to be cUsconlinued 
in 1001. It never appeared again. 

In the interim (1901-24), facul- 
ty skits were held under the aus- 
pice of the "Theatre Night", with 
the Arts Undergraduate Society, 
the basketball and football teams 
contributing song and dance num- 
bers and comedy , scenes. As 
there was an active Jntcr-faculty 
competition, there was Vciry little 
co-ordination of effort. 

Often deliberate sabotage -of 
other faculties' ' slcits (i.e knockv 
inK down sets, smearing sticky 
substances on stage) was encou- 
raged. ■ . 

The chaos of the McGlU "Thea- 
tre Night" was replaced by the 
ilick organization of the resur- 
rected "Red and White Revue" of 
1924. Sidney Pierce, who later 
became Canadian Deputy High 
Commissioner to London, produc- 
ed the first real student Revue 
in 1924 at the St. Denis Theatre. 
. In 1925. Pierce' co-produced tb«

'heatre about the year 1900, 
b'ith the students having no part 
n the production. Guest artists 
irould stage a play, and . the stu- 
lents, together with scores of 
lutsiders, attended in a body to 
end their support; 

Even In that distant past, the 
ingincers were ' not lacking in 
tnthusiasm for the theatre.

Revue with Marcel Gaboury, now 
a prominent Montreal lawyer. 
With the music of Rusty Davis, 
arranged and conducted by Lucio 
Agostini, the Red and White mov- 
ed to His Majesty's Theatre. 

From 1925 to 1930, thé Red and 
White Revue followed a definite 

Îiattcrn : they ran for three days 
n His Majesty's Theutre: the 
opening numbers were choruses 
of girls clad in red and white, and 
the show consisted of a scries of 
unconnected skits. During this 
period, the late Lionel Shapiro, 
winner of the Governor General's 
medal for his novel D-Doi/,, the • 
Sixth of June, often wrote Revue 
scripts. , 

. The character of 'the Red and 
White Revue began to change in 
the early 30's when the Revue 
moved to Moyse Hall. A Davidson 
Dunton, ox-chairmah of the Board 
of Governors of the C. B. C, and 
Professor W. B. Ross of McGill 
co-produced the 1931 and 1932 
editions of the Red and White, 
but the .basic character of the 
show had not yet changed — sim- 
ply a series of skits, loosely link- 
ed, with little co-ordination. 
The first musical comedy, "Oft 
■ Key I Sing", written, produced, 
and performed by the students 
themselves, appeared in 1933 ; it 
was an astonishing success. John 
Pratt, ' preicnt Mayor of Dorval 
and Member of Parliament, direct- 
ed the show. He himself appeared 
for a two-minute skit, and finding 
that the audience enjoyed iti he 
ad-libbed for another eighteen;- 
the patrons were rolling Jn the 
aisles. 

According to Jack Waud, the 
Krcat Red and White Revuer of 
the '30's, there were many inno- 
vations in 1933 which contributed 
to a superior type of show — 
"abolition of all patrons, the use 
of live dogs on the stage and the 
fact that the show was presented - 
on the dates originally schedul- 
ed"! 

From 1933 to 1940. such shows 
as "Thirteenth Nightie", "Bad to 
Verse". "The Merchant of Veni- 
son", and "Georgia Borgia" were 
■presented. Rusty Davis and Lucio 
Agostini did much of the orches- 
tration, while such university per- 
sonalities as Stephen Leaeock 
wrote skits for shows. 

In . 1940. the Red and White 
Revue was discontinued because 
of the war. but not until the 
".screwiest show ever presented" 
(Daily) had rolled on to Uie 
Moyse Hail îtage in March of that 
year. It was difficult to find good 
entertainers for the show because 
many of the theatrical group had 

. gone off to the war; the few 
remaining writers depended upon 
slapstick methods to provide hu- 
mour. A cabaret performance was 

- held on Saturday afternoon in the. 

. Mount Royal Hotel, and the Rc- 



viiers entertained e ni b a r k i n g 
troops. 

In 1941, the Students' Council 
voted to cancel the Revue for that 
year. There was no revival of .the 
show till the spring of 1946.- 

"Haul out fht tawf and thé 
hammers, bring eut tht paints 
and tht glue and out with all tht 
bright Ideas", (aid the Daity 
tditor- in Oct. '45, for tht- itu* 
, dents' Executive Council had just 
voted to^revive McGIll'it Red and 
White Revue for that year. 



The 1947 Red and While Rt-- 
vut was "a rtvut In every itntt 

of the word — tht plot was com- 
picious by its absence". Tht show 
dealt with the Department . of 
ytterant' Affairs and its connec* 
tion with the University, . and a 
tatlrixation of F. Cyril Jamei wa* 
included. The RevOe was choree- 
graphled, by Dick Hunter, of 
RCAF "Blackouts" fame. 

The orchdslra of the 1948 Re- 
vue was conducted by Harrison 
Jones, now of Ihi Montreal 
Alouette -band. The Dailu critic

Leo Ciccri, now of Montreal 
Repertory Theatre, was the lead 
in the 1046 edition of the Revue.

show, for a great number of Mc- 
Gill studcnt-s were married vete- 
rans, and had little time for col- 
legiate "show bii". 

The Revue had a Middle East- 
ern theme, and featured harem 
scenes and girls in various stales 
of undress. 

The second act was staged in a 
tavern, and was, according to the 
procducer, "the first time tliat any- 
one has ever tried to portray an 
Eastern tavern". The general con- 
sensus of the critics was lhat the 
revue for 4G! .was.;i^90tti^tt||M||û> 

f;Ood as pre-war 8how8,^banni|C7: 
I still provided bright entertain-' '' 
ment". 



approved of the show with this 
reservation: "The chorus ouKht 
to learn the words of the songs, 
and get together with the orches- 
tra!" 

Althea Douglas designed cos- 
tumes for the 1049 edition of the 
Red and White Revue, which 
dealt with the progress of the 
Revue Irom Paleolithic times to 
tlie present; Unfortunately, the 
Musical Director left all' his mu- 
sicjil score in a Diamond , taxi 
.one night, and all the music had 
to be' rewritten! 

'.'Subway or Other", a satire 
on the building of an under- 
ground transportation system in 
■ ftlontreal, starred Roy' and 4 Don 
' Wolvin, . with Brian Macdonald 
and his East Indian temple dan- 
cers (Mc Tavish and Lipchitz). 

Polite fun was poked at West- 
mount society, with "Pay 0 Lit- 
. tie Visit to your Alderman" as 
a featured song. Critics were not 
kind — the Star reporter accused 
the writers of garnering jokes 
from Gary Moore's rejected ma- 
terial — but the R. and W. Revue 
was rapidly becoming more of 
a musical comedy rather llian an 
uncoordinated series of skits. 

' In an editlonal about the Re- 
vue production for 'SL "Red 
Light, and Blur," the DAILY 
tditorial made an' Immcrtal com- 
ment: "Of the various typos of 
student one comes across at this 
University, we have always bean 
intrigued by those who look as If 
they go with the woodwork In 
the .Union .grill .room. .They 
swear that the only education 
they get Is from coffee tables 
' discussions' — one In particular 
aald however, that his way of 
KcurIng an education was "to 



take Philosophy 1 and foln the ° 
Red and White Revue". 

This latter comment hat 
echoed from publicity managars 
lips for the last nine years, and 
teems destined to last for eno* 
ther ninety. 

On opening night of "Red, 
Light, and Blue," a dancer .slipp- 
ed and broke her ankle, but ma- 
naged to stay on stage till the 
end of the scene. The show was 

ClagUed by technical problems, 
ul was good enough to be held 
over for an extra performance, 
William Shatner, now of "The 
World of Susie Wong", directed 
the Revue in '51. 

"Still Happy" and "Naughty 
for Knowledge" were Revue pro- 
ductions for '52 and '53, and were 
good average shows, according to 
rritlcs. "Love Amiss" in '54 was 
directed by former Revuer John 
Pratt (now M. P. and Mayor of 
Dorvnl). "Ye Gods" and "Wet 
P.iint" followed In '55 and '58, 
jind were reasonable revues, with 
0 lair continuity of plot. Al- 
though the Red and White Revue 
was beginning to display many 
aspects of a full-length musical 
comedy, it is probably safe to 
say that up till 1957, the Revue 
had not regained, its pre-1940 
popularity. ' 

. "My Fur Lady,", A|UGill'< Red 
Mtd White Revue for '57 was .a 
fulMcfigth musical comedy which 
dealt with Govemor^eneraldem, 
OUawa politics, anâraîi^ferms of 
Canadlana. Directed by ex-Revuer 
Brian Macdonald, "My Fur Lady" 
appealed to all the|;critics, and 
played to full houses every night 
for both regular and extended 
runs. The show was revised again 
in the spring of 19S7 and with a 
cast cr( McGilliaits and profas- 
sionals, toured all the maior cities 
of Canada for ovtr two years. Ann 
Golden. Llane Marshall, Judy Tar< 
lo, Nancy Bacal and Wilfred Hai* 
t'mgs were some of the wtll- 
kiHiwn stars from "Fur Lady", and 
many of these are still with the 
current Red and White Revue. 

"My Fur Lady" was a milestone 
in McGill theatrical history, for 
(he calibre of Red and White Re- 
vue productions since 1937 has 
been very high. "Wry and Ginger"' 
(IfeS) retained the Canadlana the- 
me, with perhaps, the outstonding 
moment of the show a cowboy- 
Tndiiin dance number "Once a Year 
in Calgnry". 'Wry and Ginfier" 
loured rCuslcrn Can.ida briefly,, 
but aitliuugh the .show had oiilstand- 
- ing music, it did not liave the 
■ popular appeal of "Fur Lady". 

Jon Anderson produced "Reign 
or Shine", the Revue of '59, with 
Bill Yule of the CBC directing the 
show. "Reign or Shine" dealt with 
the University's financial grants 
problc^m in the kingdom of Utopia, 
oUierwise knowrj as tlie province of 
Quebec. There were full houses 
for boll) the regular and extended 
runs of lliu show. 

In conjunction with the McGill 
Open House of Oct. '59, .Ion An- 
derson produced "Ilcvucr's Choi- 
ce", n composite of the best songs 
and skits of the last three revues. 
A recording made of the siiow, has 
just been released for the public. 

The Red and White Revue for 
'«0 will be "Got It Made". Ian 
Binnie and Judy Tarlo are co- 
producers of the show and Brian 
MacUonald is the director-choreo- 
grapher. Perhaps "Get It Made" 
will outshine "For • Lady"; per- 
haps it will bring , the Kittory of 
former Revues full cycle, reverting 
tc (he calibre of former days, bul- 
the eld adege remains true: "The« 
re's no bizness like show blxneet". 
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There nre approximately 
two million Negroes in New 
Yorlc City.

It is a mockciy of 
epic proportions — a le- 
prosy, a contamination^that 
will last as long as* human 
weakness, ignorance, bigo- 
tiy and sheer stupidity are 
the prime moventi of hu- 
man conduct. 

The defense mechanism ot 
ghetto culture builds up in the 
ftce of thii discrimination. It 
mushrooms into centres . Mka 
Harlem and the coloured sec- 
tions of Brooklyn and Lower 
Manhattan. In Uiis week's, co- ■ 
lumn we are fioine. to attempt 
to describe our limited expe- 
rience with what has been cair- 
ed the ethos of this collure — 
or rather an artistic expression 
of it: the intricate, esoterle^aad 
emotionally ,rich phenomenon 
of modern jaxz. 

Recently we were suided 
tlirough the New York jaxz sce- 
ne by a young. Jaa musician 
whom |n the .interests of Ute- 
my snobbery we shall hence- ' 
forths can Virgil the Guide 
who leads Dante through hell, 
heaven and purgatory in The

If was a rainy, siuthy N*w 
York inl«rpr«tttion of a winttr 
night. A subway had perfunc- 
torily rattltd ui a hundred and 
tWOTty — thrt* itraats lato Har- 
Itm. From'hertt wa transftrad 
to a seml-foroottcn llttia private 
bus titat sliuffted along like a' 
toy train In a tlx year eld's 
dratm. Tan minutas pasted 
whan nt«n lettars two stories 
high told us wa had reached our 
dkstinatien. Through th« but 
« window, in altarna'ing green 
and- red, flashed lha name 
'Turbo Villaga^ II was ena of 
tha larger, mora famous night- 
clubs in Harlam. 

For an entire week Virgil had 
been briefing me on the intri- 
cate and singular art of convers- 
ing witii iazz musicians. The 
vocabulary is an clèciic and 
cryptic affair of basic variables 
that centers around the tv;o mo^ 
nosj'llablcs "dig'* and "hip". If 
one 'understands something^ — 
he digs. If be digs sufCciently. if 
he really sees the light, well 
then — he's hip. But perhaps 
even more basic is the tacit 
agreement that every man, be 
he musician, storckeepcc, scho-^ 
lar or streetcar conductor U 
simply — a "cat". It has notliing 
to do with jazz itselL A male is ' 
a cat Music is "sounds" and 
wherever it is found is a "sce- 
ne". 

But as wo antaracf the bar, 
this carefully prepared veeabu* 
lary faded Into ' obtivixi, iat» 
soma Ihnpid llmbb somawhara 
beyond my mind's grasp whan 
another more sirlkrng thought 
took prectdence. It was the. rea- 
Jtzatlon that the ciub was essen- 
tially segregated — but not In 
the usual American sense of the 
word; rather. It was in a shoe's 
on .lha othar foot capacity. A 
mantal kalaidoseopa of sansa- 
tienalistle American nawspapar, 
fiaadlinas of luvanlla def' 



queney both - white ' and co*. 
loured — cape - murders, ' race 
riots. Central Park knifa slay- 
ings — flashed through my 
mind as I embraced the abs- 
traction of staring into my rye 
and ginger ale. I could have 
saved myself iha trouble. Just 
then a friendly voice broke In: 
"Where you cats from?" 

"Montreal. Ever been there?" 
••Yeah: It's a terrible nlace". 
I figured maybe it was but be- 
. gan to counter with: 

"Actually, It's not so bad— " 
I received a violent nudge from 
Vireil and realized that terri- 
ble was here being offered in 
the hip sense of meaning fan- 
tastic or exciting. This realiza- 
tion was cndorsied by the pa- 
tronising confirmation from the 
speaker: 

"like man. that's -what 1 
meant It's a good town". 

My confidence shaken I resu- 
med hiding in my drinic The 
friendly cat' introduced himself' 
to Virgil OS Cliffy While they 
talked I tuned my attention to 
the group on the bandstand. It 
was a quintette:? Diaao,' bass, 
alto sak, drums, and a trumpet 
They were a local group of mu- 
sicians, more or less in the de- 
velopfaig stage, who hadnt as 
yet made any important scenes. 

The leader was the alto sax 
man. He was .tall, gaunt, and 
serious: an andent pin-ttripei 
double-breasted suit' from tne 
thirties hung about him like an 
oversized toga. Almost evenr- 
thing- about nim coalesced into 
two points of reference: the first 
was the thick and central double 
Windsor knot of a flowing red 
tie — there was no reason for 
it but that point held you; sha- 
ring notice, were the almost in- 
dividually human, long ..thin 
fingers picking their way up and 
down the keys — one moment 
with pomp and circumstance, 
the next with polished abandon. 
They were playing a Gerry Mul- 
ligan tune called "Jeru". It was 
tossed back and forth with dif- ' 
- ferent variations and interpre- 
t tations for the better part of a

back to Harlem, to^thef Joints 
. like Turbo Village and hold free, 
sessions till dawn. At -Ttirbo' Vil- 
lage there were no sounds other 

There was no co-' 
vej charge and no waiters forc- 
ing drinks on customers. 

Coleman and his group quietly 
and quickly set themselves up 
at the bandstand, cacuphonious 
warm-up blurbs sneaking out 
indiscriminately from the ins- 
truments, forming a miniature 
parody on the tiining-up of a 
sympliony orchestra. Without 
any introduction Coleman put

rescue and talked with Cliff for 
. a half hour on the virtues of 
Don Cherry's axe. ' Suddenly, 
Cliff, looking al me, said suspi- 
ciously to- Virgil : -, , 

"Your friend's an awfully 
quiDt cat." 

I broke down. I told Cliff 
that I kne^ relatively nothing 
about the jazz scenc/and was 
' merely following Virgil around. 
I said I hoped to do an article 
on it 

He took this information, sa- 
voured it, and continued taikini; 
to Virgil. All at once. Cliff 
changed his tone from one of 
clinical analysis to one ot- sin- 
■ cere interest and asked : 

"What do you think of New 
York ?" 

For once; Virgil missed his 
cue. He began : 

"Well, the sounds arc >rcal- 
ly— " 

"I mean aside from the 

sounds." 

Virgil was dazzled; (What are 
there besides sounds ?) He turn- 
ed to me in desperation. I came 
to the rescue saving the first 
thing that came Into my head, 
something about the insigni- 
ficance (hat a huge scene like 
New York can inspire in cats 
from smaller scenes like Mont- 
xeaL Cliff ^apparently thought 
this was OX Moreover . he .be- 
gan to. warm up to the' Idea of 
being part ot an article - and 
began to volunteer his life story 
unsolicited. He served in the 
coastguard ships in the boiler 
rooms. He had been around the 
world but intimated that the 
only thing he had ever. seen 
in each country . was thershore- 
line and the nearest bar. Be'had 
been married for twelve years, 
but he had left his wife, a tele- 
phone operator, when she be- 

gan to make more money than 
e. His troubles, he claimed, 
could be linked- to the influx 
of Puerto lUcans : 

"Man, I'm- not praludlead or. 
anything liko that— but thoia 
Puerto Ricans— I'm tollth' you 
. . . thay, like, live aavenlaan In 
a room. Tira bad's never cold 
for one hour in twanty-four. 
They work for a buck an hour 
and they're glad to gat it Those 
eats are takin' ail tha |ob«. Mind 
you, I'm a. liberal, not pra- 
ludlead^ or. anything 'like, that 
...And If that's . not' enough 
there's tha bulls. Every lima 
you make a cent they send It 
back to tha wife— the goddamn-, 
ed wife who makes more bread 
than I do. All right, I'll tall 
you what' I'll tell you— the real 
reason I split on her. Man, look. 
I could see that I. wasn't get- 
ting anywhere In - thé Coast ' 
Guard. I mean you knew thara'a 



Thanks to the previous week's 
: indoctrination it registered. Co- 
leman was a cat who had made 
good. As a matter of fact he'd 
made at>out the best Five or 
six of his long playing albums 
had sold in the tens of thou- 
sands. The affidendocs hailed 
him as a musician's musician. 
Right now he had a "gig" — a 
paying job ~ at The Five Spot 
in Manhattan. There he dug the 
money ($149 a week) but not 
the atmosphere: There, in Man- 
hattan he was playing at à four 
dollar cover charge to a high- ■ 
toned crowd of .wealthy • beat- 
nicks and expense account en- 
tertainers. There the clink of 
cocktail glasses, the roar of con- 
versation, and the commotion of- 
waiters carrying spare ribs sim- 
ply.- . drowned out the music.

One of the group, Don Cherry, 
was playing a horn which he 
had more or' less devised by 
himself. It was a sort of cross 
between a cornet and what 
would be a miniature trumpet 
if there were such a thing. 

Cliff nudged nie on.tbe ahoul- 
- der. and pointing to.the'vrelrd 
little cornet, remarked: 

'That cat handles a terrible- 
looking axe". • . . -^^ 

I lit up with an inner glow of 
professional pride. I "dug" 
every word. The paradoxical 
etymology of terrible we have 
considered above. An axe is 
simply any kind of horn.. I 
countered with: 

"Yeah, it's something else." 

This drew an approving nod. ' 
"Something olsa" it used to da< 
note anything that Is so terrible, 
so good, that Ifs beyond descrip- 
tion. Virgil, seeing that I might 
run into trouble cama- le tho 



a clique In this country — I mean 
|. don't have to tell you, do I ? 
Dig ?" 

"Yeah, I'm hip." And I was. 
If you're not, read the first par- 
agraph again. It's as simple as 
that. 

"Anj-way, there I was in thî 
Coast Guard Betting nowhcrs-. 
The wife's making $5,200 a year 
— putting it all away on dotlics. 
There was this little sort of 
grocery-candy store right oppo- 
site -P.S.-^ 17893.

McGill would like to win its 
share of football championships 
and proudly display the Yates 
trophy in the Sir Arthur Currie 
Gymnasium foyer. However, the 
odds are -against winning -,the 
Yates trophy often If we examine 
the statistics and observe the geo- 
graphical sources for football ma- 
terial. It isn't likely: that a uni- 
versity which does not offer 
athletic scholarships will be high- 
ly successful on the gridiron un- 
less suitable player material is 
found within the province in 
which the institution is located. 

In Ontario high schools there 
arc 258 senior football teams; we 
can draw from only 14 In Que- 
bec. And in Ontario the boys are 
bigger and stronger, graduating 
at Grade 13, as against Grade 11 
in Quebec. 

As interested graduates study 
these statistics, they will proba- 
bly conclude that scouting and 
recruiting programs could bring 
in more talent. This may be the 
answer; however, we must de- 
pend on our alumni to execute 
such «;plan;<uccessfully, . — in 
most instances,'^ the; athletics staff 
are 'too .few- and often |oo far 
from the' scene to -achieve posi- 
tiye results.-

cause of the cooperation of the 
prindpals and coaches of 'the va- 
rious nigh schools, we are aware 
of most of the prospects who are 
capable fiotballers and have met 
the high academic standards rc- 

?uired to enter McGill. There are 
ew student athletes who have an 
average of .
